The winner in the Best Amateur Publication category was 
SHAYOL, edited by Pat Cadiqan and Arnold Fenner , while 
Best Professional Publication went to AGE OF DREAMS by 
Alicia Austin . Outstanding Amateur Achievement was 
awarded to Paul Allen for FANTASY NEWSLETTER and "Of 
Swords & Sorcery" and was accepted by Jonathan Bacon . 
Outstanding Professional Achievement went to Donald M. 
Grant , with C. L. Moore accepting on his behalf, and to 
J. R. R. Tolkien . 


Two "Judge's Choice" awards were also presented by unani¬ 
mous vote of a panel of judges to Andre Norton for Life 
Achievement and to Jonathan Bacon for FANTASY CROSSROADS. 
Bacon is the originator of both the annual FOOL-CON and 
the Balrog Awards. The judges were C. L. Moore , Catherine 
and L. Sprague de Camp , C. J. Cherryh , Lee Killough , Pat 
Killouqh , Tim Kirk , Carl Sherrel , Pat Cadiqan and Arnold 
Fenner .

Now available from artist, writer and publisher Wallace Wood is a 
hardcover edition of THE WIZARD KING, a fantasy comic strip written 
and illustrated by Wood. The 46-page volume measures 8V by 11" 
and sports a 4-color dust jacket. The price is $10. Or, join 
the Friends of Odkin (F00) for $5 and receive a 25% discount on 
all Wood publications, including THE WIZARD KING. Members of FOO 
receive four quarterly issues of THE WOODWORK GAZETTE, a magazine 
written and illustrated by Wood.

Veteran fantasy publisher Ken Krueger has announced that he will 
soon be re-entering the fantasy publishing field on a more active 
basis.

Back in FN #3, I noted that A. Reynolds Morse 
and John D. Squires are working on an updated 
edition of Morse's 1948 book, THE WORKS OF M. 

P. SHIEL. Prior to publishing the update,

reprints in 500-copy editions. Among the works 
planned are THE EMPRESS OF THE EARTH (from 
SHORT STORIES, Feb.-June 1898), THE PURPLE CLOUD

a collection of 15 short stories from various 
magazines. THE EMPRESS OF THE EARTH appeared 
in book form as THE YELLOW DANGER, abridged from 
the original; THE PURPLE CLOUD, on the other 
hand, was greatly expanded for book publication. 
These original magazine versions have never been 
reprinted and some of the short stories have 
never appeared in the U.S. The reprints are at 
press now and will appear in an unusual notebook 
format, utilizing 22-ring binders.

Send along artwork (such as cover proofs) if 
available; any size will do, although smaller sizes are preferred. I make enough dumb mistakes 
on my own — the more complete the information is, the better the coverage and accuracy.

St. Martin's Press recently published the first U.S. editions of two British volumes and has a 
third scheduled for early May publication. ANDROMEDA is an original anthology edited by Peter 
Weston and is the first in a series; it was first published in paperback by Futura Books in 
1976. It contains ten stories: "Appearance of Life" by Brian Aldiss , "Starthinker 9" by 
Michael G. Coney , "Waltz of the Bodysnatchers" by Bob Shaw , "Travellers" by Robert Holdstock , 
"Valley of the Bushes" by Naomi Mitchison , "An Infinite Summer" by Christopher Priest , "Doll" 
by Terry Greenough , "A Beast for Norn" by George R. R, Martin , "The Giant Killers" by Andrew M, 
Stephenson , and "Seeing" by Harlan Ellison~ The other April release is a non-fiction volume by 
Peter Lemesurier . Originally published in 1977 by The Compton Press, Ltd., Lemesurier studies 
the zodiac from the viewpoint of what led early mankind to create the symbols we know today. 

Or, as the author puts it: "As we join up the dots of the celestial star-puzzle, interpret the 
inkblots of the ultimate in Rorschach tests, what are revealed to us are the secrets not of 
outer but of inner space." ANDROMEDA is priced at $8.95 and GOSPEL at $7.95. 


Due out in early May from St. Martin's Press is the first U.S. edition of HELL SEED by Colin D. 
Peel , first published last year by Robert Hale, Ltd. The novel concerns some strange findings 
about meteorites that have crashed on the Earth's surface in the past, as revealed through 
infrared aerial photography. The meteorites have not been hitting by accident, but are involved 
in an ages old war with primordial elements of evil bubbling below the surface. Price is $8.95.

Van Vogt, Poul Anderson and Robert Silverberg. As noted last issue, both are scheduled for 
October publication and will be priced at $2.95 in softcover and $8.95 in hardcover.

Marion Zimmer Bradley reports that her RUINS OF ISIS, published as a trade paperback by Star- 
blaze last year, will be out as a mass market paperback this summer from Pocket Books. Last 
issue, I reported that Ace will be publishing a revised edition of THE BLOODY SUN and Bradley 
notes that it is "MUCH expanded and rewritten, new characters and everything." She also 
notes that THE PLANET SAVERS will be re-issued with a Darkover Retrospective running 25,000 
words. (See FN #12 on THE BLOODY SUN: Ace says it, too, will contain a Darkover Retrospective.) 
HOUSE BETWEEN THE WORLDS is a hardcover due out soon from Doubleday and Ballantine Books has 
signed for a new novel to be called MISTRESS OF MAGIC. 

After reading about the publishing plans for Piers Anthony 's GOD OF TAROT in FN #10/11, 

Michael Moorcock wrote in to note:' "Vol. I of "Between the Wars" will be about a guarter of 
a million words. It's called BYZANTIUM ENDURES. This probably means that the whole horrid 
thing will run to a million words. God knows what will happen if they do to me what they did 
to P. Anthony." He also asks me to note that he has made no committment to attend the Science 
Fiction Seminar Abroad described in FN #10/11, contrary to the announcement made by the seminar's 
organizers. 

Robert Adams writes: "Kelly Freas just sent me a photo of the painting which will be the 

wrap-around cover of CASTAWAYS IN TIME: beautiful, one of his best, I think. One nice feature 

of the painting is an excellent likeness of yours truly, in 17th century armor and attire, yet 
(with lobstertail helm)." CASTAWAYS will appear as a Starblaze Edition. 

Karl Edward Wagner reports some progress on LONELY VIGILS, a collection of Manly Wade Wellman 
stories that will be the next volume from Carcosa. As noted in FN #10/11, George Evans has 
completed the full color jacket painting and 35 interior illustrations. The bookplates have 
been printed and the volume should be in typesetting shortly. Advance orders will not be 

accepted until after the book goes to press. Carcosa's first volume, WORSE THINGS WAITING by 

Manly Wade Wellman , is now out-of-print. Wagner also notes that E. Hoffman Price has sold a 
fantasy novel, THE SILVER SERPENT, to Del Rey Books, and a fantasy novelette, "The Mirror of 
Ko Hung," to George Scithers. 

Darrell Schweitzer will be writing two review columns for GALAXY magazine when Hank Stine takes 
over as editor. One will review fanzines and the other will review semi-prozines and plans 
now are to alternate the columns. Review copies should be sent to Darrell at 113 Deepdale Road, 
Strafford, PA 19087. He will also be writing articles on conventions and SF clubs for ASIMOV'S 
SF MAGAZINE. "I seem to have become fandom's PR man all the sudden," he notes. Darrell has 
sold two volumes to Owlswick Press dealing with Lord Dunsany . PATHWAYS TO ELFLAND is a 35,000 
word study of Dunsany's work while GHOSTS OF THE HEAVISIDE LAYER will be a collection of 
stories, essays and plays by Dunsany. 

Frederick J. Mayer has completed work compiling and editing a Clark Ashton Smith volume entitled 
SANDALWOOD II that will be published by Fantasy Publishing Co., Inc. Among the items featured 
in the volume will be never before published artwork by Smith, as well as the final revised 
edition of Smith's previously unpublished SANDALWOOD. In addition, Mayer notes that a new 
specialty publisher has recently been formed, under the imprint of Outre House. Its first 
book release will be THE BOOK OF MUNN, or, A RECIPE FOR ROAST CAMEL, being a complete collection 
of the poetry of H. Warner Munn .

This year's FOOL-CON convention drew 900 fans to Overland Park, Kansas. 

Guests of Honor were Catherine and L. Sprague de Camp and Tim Kirk. The 
weekend's activities (March 31-April 1) included a two-day film festival, a 
workshop on fantasy history conducted by Catherine and L. Sprague de Camp , a 
slide presentation on "Building an Alien" by C. J.' Cherryh , an autograph 
session (featuring the judges listed on page l), a reading of a Willy Newbury 
story by L. Sprague de Camp , a special nostalgia meeting (featuring a number 
of deceased authors), a panel discussion ("SF and Fantasy: Second Childhood 
or A Coming of Age"), a masquerade contest, three trivia contests (Star Trek, 
Middle Earth and general SF), an art auction and the usual art exhibition and 
huckster room. At left, Pat Cadiqan accepts her Balrog Award for Best Short 
Fiction. 

The 1979 Balrog Awards were presented at a Sunday morning brunch at FOOL- 
CON II. A total of 474 ballots were cast by fantasy fans in 32 states and 
five foreign countries. Following are the runners up in each category: 

Best Novel : THE STAND by Stephen King tied for second place with the Thomas Covenant trilogy 
by Stephen R. Donaldson, followed by THE WHITE DRAGON by Anne McCaffrey. Best Short Fiction: 
"Jeffty is Five" by Harlan Ellison, "Undertow" by Karl Edward Wagner, and "Cdnan and the Sorcerer" 
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by Andrew J. Offutt. Best Collection/Anthology : NIGHT SHIFT by 
Stephen King tied for second place with STRANGE WINE by Harlan 
Ellison, followed by a recording, J.R.R. TOLKIEN SOUNDBOOK, re¬ 
leased by Caedmon. Best Poet ; Warren Zevon, Ursula K. Le Guin 
and Poul Anderson. Best Artist ; Stephen Fabian and Robert Haas. 
Best Amateur Publication: WHISPERS edited by Stuart Schiff, 
DRAGONBANE edited by Charles R. Saunders and FANTASY NEWSLETTER 
edited by Paul Allen. Best Professional Publication : FAERIES by 
Brian Froud and Alan Lee, MAGAZINE OF F & SF edited by Edward L. 
Ferman and OMNI edited by Frank Kendig. Outstanding Amateur 
Achievement : Arnold Fenner for SHAYOL and Stuart Schiff for 
WHISPERS. Outstanding Professional Achievement : C. J. Cherryh 
and Donald A. Wollheim. 


As indicated on page 1, there were two winners in the Outstanding 
Professional Achievement category with Donald M. Grant and J. R. R 
Tolkien tied for first place. The posthumous award to Tolkien 
will be delivered to the Tolkien estate in England this summer by 
members of the Sword & Shield Club at Johnson Community College.

The top two nominees in 
each category (as determined by reader ballots) will be placed on the final ballot and winners 
will be declared by a panel of judges.

OF IVREL and WELL OF SHIUAN. Also scheduled is MAEVE by Jo Clayton , 
her fourth "Novel of the Diadem." Continuing yet another series is 
Jack Vance ’s SERVANTS OF THE WANKH, the second volume in his Tschai 
or "Planet of Adventure" series, originally published by Ace in 1969. 
Last, but not least, watch for MORLOCK NIGHT by K, W. Jeter , a sequel 
of sorts to H. G. Wells 1 THE TIMS MACHINE. As you may recall, the 
time traveller in Wells’ novel never returned from the far future — 
what if the Morlocks came back to 19th century London?

ABYSS. Additional re-issues include EXILES OF THE STARS by Andre 
Norton and THE COMMODORE AT SEA and SPARTAN PLANET (in one volume for 
the first time) by A. Bertram Chandler . Comic strip tie-ins from Ace 
include volume 4 of CONAN THE BARBARIAN by Roy Thomas and Barry Smith , 
3ATTLSSTAR GALACTICA *2, and STAR HAWKS by Gil Kane and Ron Goulart . 

All three are comic strip reprints. 


Slated for June publication from Zebra Books is a new collection of 23 
stories by Frank Belknap Long and edited by Roy Torgeson , entitled 
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NIGHT FEAR. Included among the stories is "The Horror From the 
Hills." Also due is a new science fiction novel, THE SHAKWA, by 
Gene March . 


Coming from Berkley in June is the first U.S. paperback publication 
of COLD HAND IN MINE, a collection of eight stories by Robert 
Aickman , published in hardcover by Scribner's. As noted in "Work 
in Progress" last issue, Charles L. Grant 's third novel in his 
Parric future history series, LEGION, will appear as a Berkley ori¬ 
ginal.

Leading off Dell releases for June is a new SF adventure novel by 
Greg Bear entitled HEGIRA. "A fabulous adventure across an exotic, 
artificial planet that contains all the elements SF readers crave: 
travel, a quest, danger, romance, legend, imagination, and a range 
of likeable and hate-able characters." The book will have a cover 
by James Fox and 11 interior illustrations by Stephen Fabian . 

Another illustrated paperback for June is a reprint of L. Ron Hub ¬ 
bard 's SLAVES OF SLEEP, reprinting the original Edd Cartier illus¬ 
trations from its first appearance in UNKNOWN in 1939.

THE TALL STONES by Moyra Caldecott is the first volume in a fantasy 
trilogy scheduled for June from Popular Library. Billed as "The 
most haunting spellbinder since THE BOOK OF MERLYN," the novel is 
about a struggle to save a village from the evil magician Wardyke. 

It was originally published in hardcover by Farrar, Straus & Giroux. 
Also slated for June is the first U.S. paperback edition of Hugh C. 
Rae's swords & sorcery novel, HARKFAST (published by St. Martin's 
a few years back). 

Fawcett originals for June include THE ALIEN, a new swords & sorcery 
novel by Victor Besaw about a race of dwarfs from another planet, 
and THE WEIRD GATHERING AND OTHER TALES, edited by Ronald Curran . 

The Curran volume is an anthology of short stories collected from 
magazines of the early 1800's. 

Coming from Pocket Books in June is the first paperback edition of 
the fifth and final volume in Jane Gaskell 's Cija of Atlantis 
series, SOME SUMMER LANDS. It was published in hardcover by St. 
Martin's in February. Also slated are: THE KEY TO MIDNIGHT by 
Leigh Nichols , an original novel about mind control taking place in 
contemporary Japan; DEMON SUMMER by Elaine Booth Selig , an original 
novel about an island retreat plagued by a demonic spirit; and 
SCORPION, by Mildred Davis , about yet another island retreat that 
turns out to be a "dark world pervaded by witchcraft, occult hap¬ 
penings and bizarre death." Reprints will include BEYOND APOLLO by 
Barry N, Malzberg and HEROES & VILLAINS by Angela Carter . Under the 
Archway imprint for young adults, watch for DANNY DUNN ON THE OCEAN 
FLOOR by Jay Williams and Raymond Abrashkin . 

Del Rey releases for June include a new Arthurian fantasy novel, THE 
DRAWING OF THE DARK, by Tim Powers . The novel is about an aging 
soldier of fortune in 16th century Vienna who is employed as a 
bouncer at an inn, when Merlin decides to use him in bringing back 
the spirit of King Arthur. Another paperback original is THE TWO 
FACES OF TOMORROW by James P. Hogan , an SF novel about a computer 
network that develops intelligence and begins to take over. Also 
scheduled is THE BEST OF HAL CLEMENT, edited by Lester del Rey . In¬ 
cluded in the collection are "Technical Error," "Uncommon Sense," "A 
Question of Guilt," and seven others. Re-issues include: THE TAR- 
AIYM KRANG by Alan Dean Foster , THE SILVER STALLION by James Branch 
Cabell and JUPITER THEFT by Donald Moffitt .
